DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' species election without traverse of (-)-desmethyldeprenyl is 
acknowledged. Accordingly, claims 18-20, 26, 29, 30 and 32-38 are being examined 
only to the extent of applicants' elected species, and claims 27, 28, 31 and 39 are 
withdrawn from consideration since they are non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 18-20, 26, 29, 30 and 32-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Blume et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,699,495 B2). 
Blume et al. claimed as follows: 

Claim 1 . A method of treating Multiple Sclerosis in a subject suffering from 
Multiple Sclerosis which comprises administering to the subject a pharmaceutical 
composition comprising substantially enantiomerically pure R(-)-desmethylselegiline 
((-)-desmethyldeprenyl) or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, wherein the 
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composition comprises a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier, employing a single or 
multiple dosage regimen effective to treat the Multiple Sclerosis, (see Applicants' 
claims 18, 19, 26, 29, 32-38). 

Claim 2. The method of claim 1 , wherein the subject is human, (see 
Applicants' claim 20). 

The present invention is directed to a method of "inhibiting Multiple Sclerosis" 
comprising administering "to a patient". Blume et al. teach the same compound 
identical to those required in the method of claims 18-20, 26, 29, 30 and 32-38 and 
describes their use in treating Multiple Sclerosis. Thus, Blume et al anticipate the 
invention of claims 18-20, 26, 29, 30 and 32-38, in as much as "the administration of the 
same compound to the same patient population would inherently inhibit the further 
progression of "Multiple Sclerosis". 

None of the claims are allowed.
